References Probets, Isaacs and Kidokoro have been made of record as 
teaching: 

■ Converting from an edge record format to a path record format 

■ Simplifying a 3D graphics file according to a user specified threshold 

■ Sending data wirelessly to a mobile device 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests: 

■ Redefining polygon shapes and combining triangles into further polygons 
shapes of a path record format, based on a determined capability of a 
wireless device, as presently claimed
